time the population of the city of Now 
, 


York is over 3,000,000. Tho enumera- . 
tion as given by the municipal census | 
taken in October, 1890, was exactly 1,710.- i 
715.

The natural increase alone during Hie 


past two years and eight months at tho ( 
ratio ordinarily maintained won! d carry i 
the enumeration at this time far beyond j 
1,800,000, but in addition to that growth 
the population has been increafaed by a 
> 


very large immigration from foreign 
i 


countries. 
Instead of giving the exact figures, we 


prefer to say that moro than 1,000,000 
immigrants have arrived hero since the 
municipal census was taken in 1800; that 
less than one-half of them made repoi t 
that they were bound for places outside 
of Now York, and that more than a half 
of them reported their purpose to stay in 
this city. "We can allow a very-large 
proportion of them to go away from the 
city after reaching it and yet leave hers 
far more than are necessary to run tho 
population beyond ?,000,000.

A s the time for the meeting of con- 


grcBs in extra session approaches, con- 
siderable interest is manifested in the 
senatorial contests from 
Montana, 


Wyoming and Washington. 
At the 


executive session of the senate last 
spring the credentials of the new sena- 
tors from those states were presented 
and referred to the committee on elec- 
tions. Majority and minority reports 
were made by the committee, and the 
question of admitting the serial ors was 
t 


cussed *k considerable length, but 


i senate adjourned before a final 


decision was reached. 


In Montana the legislature, on the 


face of tho returns, stood 35 Democrats, 
33 Republicans and 3 Populists. After 
numerous ballo's the legislature ad- 
journed without choosing a senator, 
and the governor appointed Mr. Mantle 
to succeed Sanders 


In Washington the legislature had a 


Republican majority of thirty-eight 
over Democrats and Populists on joint 
ballot, but in consequence of local dis- 
sensions failed to elect a senator, and 
the governor ctppcnated John B Allen, 
whose term had expired, to succeed 
himself in the United States senate. 


Iri Wyoming the .Republicans had a 


majority ;u the senate and tne Fusion- 
I9ts controlled the house, the former 
having twenty-five votes and the latter 
twonty-lour votes ou joint ballot They 
could not agreo upon A candidate for 
senator arid the governor appointed A 
C Beckwith to succeed Warren 


Mantle of Montana, a Republican, 


and Beokwith of Wyoming, a Fusionist, 
are for tree coinage, and Allen of Wash- 
ington, a Republican, ib not. It is be- 
lieved that there will be a bitter and 
protracted flght over the admission of 
these senators, and as every state is 
entitled to representation, it ^vill prob- 
ably will be settled before a vote is 
taken on the repeal of the Sherman 
law. 
It is held by some of the senators 


that tho governor of a Htate is not 
authorized to appoint a senator when 
the legislature 1'uils to elect, while 
others contend that under the consti- 
tution each state is ontitJed to two 
United States senators, and the right 
of the governor to fill a vacancy, no 
matter what cause it might arise from, 
is unquestioned when the legislature 
is not hi session. If the three senators 
mimed are not seated, the mlvei' cause 
will lose a vote, as two are outspoken 
for tree coinage

Now it is the world's fair that is 


blamed tor hard times bv some of the 
eastern 
financiers 
The New York 


Wuild assumes that there are 4,000,000 
of the American people not keeping a 
bank account, who for months have 
been hoarding money, which, in ordi- 
nary years, they would have spent, that 
they mtiy have the means to attend the 
world's fair. It estimates that $100 is a 
fair average of the sum that has thus 
been gradually withdrawn from circu- 
altioti by or for each of those 4,000,000 
persons, making an aggregate Jof $400,- 
000,000 This is probably an excessive 
estimn te, but it id natural to suppose 
that the aggregate of the small sums 
which the people have kept lying idle 
for mouths, is indeed a vast sum and 
sufficient to produce a sensible dimi- 
nution of the active currency of the 
country 


Of course, says tho World, this hoard- 


ed money is now being spent, and by 
November it will all be in circulation 
again, as it goes into possession of rail- 
road companies, hotel keepers, mer- 
chants, etc., who keep bank accounts, 
and to this extent operates to relieve 
the stringency 


There are thousands besides those 


who have been saving for the world's 
fair that hoard money and keep it out 
of circulation though tho director of 
the mint and financial officers of the 
government do not take that matter 
into consideration in making up their 
statement of the amount of money in 
circulation 
Those officials give the 


amount nf paper money issued and 
metallic money coined, and say it is so 
much per capita, but they make no 
allowance for the amount destroyed, 
lost or hoarded It is known that be- 
fore and during the present stringency 
persons reputed to be worth thousands 
of dollars put their money away where 
it would not do them or anybody else 
any good, and thus materially reduced 
the amount in circulation far below 
the estimates of the government statis- 
ticians.

A Now Treaty to be X'ortvardecl to the 


United State* by tne Provisional 
Government. 


HONOLULU, July 18, via San Francisco, 


July 26.—Since yesterday it has been 
learned positively that the provisional 
government^ policy and position re- 
garding future treaty with the United 
States are and will continue to be. In 
brief it is as follows • 


The new treaty drawn, which was a 


document covering objections which 
arose in the United States during the 
visit of the Hawaiian commissioners to 
Washington, will not be forwarded. 
The treaty matter has been fully dis- 
cussed in special sessions of councils 
lately and the draft of a new treaty has 
within a few days been returned from 
the committee, which has been en- 
dorsed by the government and councils 
unofficially. The document contains 
five articles, which are briefly as fol- 
lows- 


Article 1 cedes from date of exchange 


of ratification of treaty, without re- 
reserve, all rights ot sovereignty in and 
over the Hawaiian Islands and de- 
pendencies to the United States, to be- 
come an integral part thereof. 


Article 2 cedes and transfers absolute 


fee ot all government and crown lands, 
public buildings, ports, harbors, fortifi- 
cations, military or naval equipments 
and all public property. 


Article 8 provides that the existing 


government of the Hawaiian Islands 
and laws relating to its international 
policy are to be continued for five 
years, to be executed and carried out 
under the direction of a United States 
commissioner, appointed by the presi- 
dent and senate, said commissioner to 
reside in the Hawaiian Islands with 
power to veto within ten days any act 
passed by the local government, which 
shall thereupon become void, unless 
afterwards approved by the president 
of the United States. 


Article 4 prohibits the immigration 


of Chinese laborers into the Hawaiian 
Islands until such time as congress shall 
provide further legislation. It also pro- 
hibits Chinese laborers now here from 
entering the United States, otherwise 
immigration and labor laws to remain 
as they are where they do not come 
into conflict with the constitution of 
the United States or suah future laws 
as congress may provide. 


Article 5 provides that the public 


debt shall be assumed by the United 
States, but the Hawaiian government 
shall continue to pay interest thereon, 
congress to provide the future currency 
of the islands. 


The government has decided to in- 


clude the substance of this new treaty 
draft in the instructions to Com- 
missioner Alexander and 
Minister 


Thurston, who will bring the matter 
before 
the 
United States govern- 


ment in the form of suggestions 
in case President Cleveland decides to 
finally withdraw the Harrison treaty of 
annexation and determines to submit 
therefor a new treaty or some modifica- 
tion of the old. 


Professor W. D. Alexander will carry 


these instructions with him to Wash- 
ington on the 25th or 27th instant.

a collectioa of rags and decrepitude. The 
floor is nothing more than the pavement. 
Tho roof is the sky, and in rain or sun- 
shine the heaps of clothes are exposed 
•without protection to the changes of the 
capricious London climate. On slushy 
days they present a lamentable appear- 
ance. 


There are no benches or stalls, as in 


other markets, only lines of wooden rail- 
ing running along the inolosnre marked 
out in lengths and apportioned to the 
different venders. The goods are packed 
in sacks or bundles deposited on the 
flags, and at the open month or top of 
each is displayed a sample of its con- 
tents, which is also temptingly laid 
across the rail, whence depend the legs 
of trousers, the sleeves of dresses, the 
frills of petticoats, the soles of boots or 
the handles of sticks and umbrellas. The 
goods vary considerably in quality and 
aspect. 
Some are moldy, tattered or 


colorless; others are in fairly good con- 
dition, clean and serviceable. 


Old Clothes Mart is victualled by hawk- 


ers who haunt certain suburban districts 
to purchase the cast off garments of the 
more modest inhabitants—those who dp 
not hesitate to discuss the conditions of 
the business in person at their front 
doors. Tho dealings are not carried on 
in cash. Tho hawkers, with astute knowl- 
edge of human nature, offer in exchange 
crockery, plaster figures or even flowers 
in pots, experience having successfully 
proved that a bust, a pair of vases or a 
water bottle worth sixpence is infinitely 
more tempting than a shilling, and the 
buyer has the satisfaction of emptying 
the barrow laden with flashy, worthless 
articles at a profit of 60 per cent. 


When his original stock in trade is re- 


placed by wearing apparel, the hawker 
adjourns to the neighborhood of the 
mart, where he finds a group of men 
calling themselves commission buyers 
who bid against each other for the whole 
lot. 
The successful competitor forth- 


with distributes his bargains among the 
holders of tho railed off compartments 
inside, who endeavor to retail them to 
the customers who have paid the en- 
trance fee. The best of these customers 
are always Irish buyers. They carry off 
wholesale quanities for Belfast, Dublin, 
Cork and other localities beyond the 
channel. Taking into consideration the 
nature and general appearance of the 
consignments, it is startling to learn 
on good atithority that occasionally £30 
and even £40 have been paid down in 
cash for ono lot. Credit is never given, 
and payment precedes the delivery of 
the goods. 


Hats, which, as a rule, are the most de- 


plorable objects, fetch but little, yet are 
eagerly bought whatever their state. 
They are sent to Paris for the sake of

One View of svt Income Tmx. 


If incomes are to be taxed, let them 


all—each for itself—contribute a fair 
share and part of the general amount.

An income tax levied only upon a sin- 


gle class, and that class largely distin- 
guished for its achievements in building 
up the wealth, power andd3gnit3T of the 
nation and especially for providing in- 
comes to Iho millions to whom it gives 
enaploynitut, is a tax which only the 
most forbidding spirit of socialism e«ui 
defend in a countryliico this, tlie govern- 
ment of wbich is of all the people, by all : 
the people and for all the people. 


Class legislation is native to the mon- 


archical, not the democratic form of 
government. 
Class distinctions of any 


kind are not wanted here, and there can 
be none which is more out of sorts with 
American institutions than an income 
tax imposed solely upon those who 
achieved wealth by honorable, useful ef- 
forts, all which are of advantage to the 
country.—Philadelphia Ledger.

Coats vary more'in price 
tban any other article; some go for a 
penny, some for sixpence and upward to 
£3. There was a legend on the mart that 
one coat -was actually sold for "a tenner." 


Clothes that have been worn by the 


highest and richest in the land have 
found their downward way to Hounda- 
ditch, not excepting those once belong- 
ing to tho Prince of Wales, not that the 
noble owners are a party to the desecra- 
tion, but because the valets whose per- 
quisites they become know of this way of 
realizing money for them. The bargains 
are advantageous to all parties. Some 
of the shabby, disreputable and poverty 
stricken looking railing holders at the 
mart, the men -who haggle desperately 
over u, sixpence, are well to do capital- 
ists. Ono of them is the proprietor of 
several houses in a good quarter of Lon- 
don. 
Others have a large balance at the 


bank, and others still own considerable 
property in stocks and shares. They 
turn over thousands of pounds ia the 
course of a year, which is not surprising, 
as the mart is opened every day and vis- 
ited by 600 or 700 people on week days 
and by 4,000 or 0,000 on Sundays. A not- 
able particularity ia that while on week 
days the stulls are free and a charge is 
made for the admittance of tho public 
on Sundays the stallholders pay n small 
fee and the customers enter gratuitously. 


The mart is open from 11 to 6. It is a 


favorite lounge for the dwellers in tho 
district, while those on business intent 
flock to it from great distances. 


The old clothes mart of Hounsditch is 


not comprised in the list of the 100 mar- 
kets mentioned in the report of the com- 
mittee of public control, and it may 
therefore continue to exist with impuni- 
ty. It has been in working order for 
about 60 years and is" an important one 
in its line. Its trade extends to Spain 
and the Cape, whither go the renovated 
costumes and repaired goods. Franco 
and Scotland receive their consignments 
in their unregenerate state and treat 
them according to their own require- 
ments.—London Cor. New York Sun.

RULES AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp V. M. 
Dial clock indicates the time each race 
starts. 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle. Bugle 
calls the horses to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely ttvo minutes 
after the saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others huvincr 
care of tlie animal, that do not send the horse 
out promptly at post signal will be lined. 


Nominations to all stakes must be uiude to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 1893. 


Entries for the running purses must ha 
made two days preceding the race, before I) 
o'clock i', M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before the race at 0 i>. M. 


Horses entered in purses can only be drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making- entries for purse races, tho 
name, age und sex of the horse, and the 
weight and colors of the rider must be t?iven. 
After a horse has run once at tho meeting, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to bo 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or tho race 
may be declared off by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
norses that have not won before September 
iHt, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry five pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Where there is more than ono entry by one 
person, or in one interest, the particular 
liorse they are to start must bo named by 0 
p. M. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting- and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of 00, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ur* the liest 
three in live, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than ftve to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall be divided pro rata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in 
all tlireo in five races hordes not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided as .follows: 
66% to the first and 83^ to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 


more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 
Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these conditions, accepts the decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 
National Trotting Association rules to 
cavern trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
Horse Association rules to Bovern all running 
raceT where they do not conflict with these 
conditions.
